TU*' president wa.* asked what he 
meant by “favorable,” and replied that 
he used It in relation to the demand 
for the elimination of Huerta as the 
controlling figure iii Mexico. 
The 
president declined to reveal 
whether developments at Mexico City 
or Nogales, the headquarters of the 
Constitutionalists, had occasioned his 
ootimism. Ile made it plain that it was 
lh** aim of this government not only ti 
eliminate Huerta, but all that he stood 
for Iii Mexico’s official circle. 
The president let it be known that 
such communications as lie had receiv­ 
ed Justified him in feeling that th 
country approved

policy, so far as it has gone. 
Dispatches from Nogales announc­ 
ing that General Carranza would not 
accept mediation by this government 
or any other were met with the com­ 
ment by the White House officials that 
no mediation had been offered or was 
likely to be.
